A RESOLUTION requesting that the State 
Legislature defeat H.B. 1885, a bill 
requiring that budgets and tax levies 

of boards in special purpose districts

WHEREAS, the Fort Wayne Public Transportation Corporation 
has been established under I.C. 19-5-2; and 


WHEREAS, it is the belief of the Common Council 
of the City of ‘Fort Wayne that the Fort Wayne Public Transportation 
Corporation's Board of Directors is a body consisting of 
capable and responsible citizens appointed from and representing 
the broad interests of the community; and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne believes that sufficient input and oversight to the 
budget process and bonding process of the Public Transportation 
Corporation currently meets the needs of the community through 
its use of open meetings, whereby residents of the taxing 
districts that support the Fort Wayne PTC may express their 
views relative to bonding, capital budgets and operating 
budgets; and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne believes that any change in the process that would 
require the Fort Wayne Public Transportation Corporation 
to have their budgets reviewed by any and all legislative 
bodies, included in whole or in part in the corporation's 
boundaries is an exercise in redundancy; and 


WHEREAS, it is the belief of the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne that any action of this type could 
jeopardize the bonding authority of the Fort Wayne Public 
Transportation Corporation, as well as jeopardize the bonding 
authority of the City of Fort Wayne. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT it wishes to go on 
record as opposing H.B. 1885, currently in the state legislature, 
and as such we urge that this bill be defeated.
